Henry Collins Brown, historian and 
uthor, spent years working for the 
stablishment o f amuseum of early

Even the slightest allusjon to any

sign or sigh reveal our secret disap- 
pointment. 


The boy or girl must always feel that 


succeeded—only to see the job of run- 
ning the place given to someone else. 
The disappointment, added to the ner- 
vous strain he had been under, threw 
him into a deep depression; and even- 
tually he found himself a patient in 
a mental hospital—a nut, in popular 
parlance. 
: 


How he got there, what happened to 


him and how he was finally released, 
fully cured, he relates in an engaging 
book, "A Mind Mislaid" (Dutton: J2). 
As a chatty .informal, frank and spirit- 
ed account of life is a mental hospital, 
it makes highly interesting reading. 


Mr. Brown had to stay in the place 


for something like three years. For a 
'time, he believes, his recovery was 
considered doubtful. He was sunk too 
deeply in the slough of despond; noth- 
ing, It seemed, could arouse his inter- 
est in life, or persuade him to make 


the individual effort which a patient 
in his fix must make if he is to be 
cured. 


But at last, very slowly, he began to 


bestir himself. It began when he no- 
ticed that he was getting better physi- 
cally. 'He got interested in this im- 
provement,.and eventually decided that 
if his body were to grow strong again 
his mind might as well do likewise. 
From that point on his progress, though 
slow, was steady. 


He makes some salutary observations 


about the way people get into asylums. 
From what he saw of patients, he con- 
cludes that an uncontrolled temper 
and an over-developed spirit of greed 
are two excellent tickets to the psy- 
chopathic ward. If you possess either, 
you might find his remarks very much 
worth reading. 


Beauty 
is so thin and so fleeting. The least 
attractive child usually grows into n 
personable, If not handsome, adult. So 
why should he carry a secret hurt with 
him all hto life?

LITTLE ROCK—MP)~Fortner Lieu- 


tenant Governor Lee Cazort defended 
homestead tax exemption legislation 
against whnt he described as "an un- 
warranted and uniformed attack." 


His statement was in reply to an as- 


serlion of Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Leffol Gentry that the-homestead 
tax exemption buslnete was in quite 
a muddle and probably would remain 
so until the courts settled, several 
questions. 


Gentry said there were discrepan- 


cies in connection with personal elig- 
ibility, for exemption. 


The amendment was adopted last 


November and exempts up to $100C 
valuation "the homestead of each and 
every resident of the state, whether 
or not such resident be married or un- 
married, male or female," said Gentry, 


The corporation commission instruct- 


ed county assessors that "o married 
man, single man who is the head of 
a family may assert the exemption 
claim." 


Gentry said the enabling act of 1937 


to carry out the exemption said noth- 
ing about eligibility of homestead 
owners, only giving the corporation 
commission authority to promulgate 
such rules necessary to enforcement 
of the act, 


Other questions to be cleared up re- 


ported the assistant attorney general, 
'lave to do with the circumstances un- 
der which an owner could live away 
from his homestead without losing the 
exemption • and whether the vendor 
had to pay taxes while a man was 
buying a homestead under contract. . 


"An attack of this kind could only 


emanate from one who is against the 
princtpalea of exempting homes from 
the burden of taxes that prevail to- 
day." declared Cazort.

WASHINGTON-W-The 
text of 


Secretary Hull's statement outlining 
American foreign policy: 


Unquestionably there are in a num- 


ber of regions tensions and strains 
which on their face involve only 
countries that are near neighbors, but 
which- in untimat analysis are of in- 
evitable concern to the whole world. 


Any situation in which armed hos- 


tilities are in progress or are threaten- 
ed is a situation wherein rights and 
interests of all nations either are or 
may be seriously affected. There can 
be no serious hostilities anywhere in 
the World which will not one way or 
another affect interests or rights or 
obligations of this country. 


I therefore feel warranted in making 


—in fact, I feel it a duty to make—a 
stattment of this government's posi- 
tion in regard to international prob- 
lebs or situations with respect to which 
this country feels deep concern. 


This country constantly and con- 


sistently 'advocates maintenance o: 
peace. We advocate national and in- 
ternational self restraint. We advocate 
abstinence by all riations from use 
of force in pursuit of policy and from 
interference in the international af- 
fairs of other nations. 


We advocate adjustment of problems 


in international relations by processes 
of peaceful negotiation and agreement 


We advocate faithful observance 01 


international agreements. -Upholding 
the principle of the sanctity of treaties, 
we believe in modification of provi- 
sioas of treaties, when need therefor 
arises, by orderly processes oarriec 
out in a spirit of mutual helpfulness 
and accommodation. 


We believe in respect by all nations 


for the rights of others and perform- 
ance by all nations of established ob- 
ligations. 
We stand for revitalizing 


and strengthening of 
Internationa 


law. We advocate steps toward promo- 
tion, of, economic security and stability 
the world over. 


We advocate lowering or removing 


of excessive barriers in Internationa 
trade. We seek effective equality oi 
commercial opportunity and we urge 
upon all nations application of the 
principle of equality of treatment. 


We believe in limitation and reduc- 


tion of armament. Realizing the ne- 
cessity for maintaining armed forces 
adequate for national security, we are 
prepared to reduce or to increase our 
own armed forces in proportion to 
reductions or increases made by other 
countries. 


We avoid entering into alliances or 


•entangling commitments, but we be- 
lieve in co-operative effort by peace- 
ful and practicable means in support 
of the principles hereinbefore stated.
